She was unanimously encored ia ‘* On yonder 
rock reclining,’ and repeated the cavatioa at the opening of tha 
second act witb great applause, although there was much oppos'tion 
from a considerate feeling onthe part of the better portion of the 
audience to the repetition.

inseparable from a free translation.
